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Decide for Yourself About UJA, 


Says Council, But 


NEW YORK—The American 
Council for Judaism has notified 
its members that the question of 
eontributions to the 1948 United 
Jewish Appeal is a matter for 
each member to decide for him- 
self. 

But at the same time, the Coun- 
ei] released a list of five minor 
organizations, two Jewish and 
three non-sectarian, which it re- 
commended to members who wish 
to make contributions for strict- 
ly humanitarian, as distinguished 
from political, purposes. 

The American Israelite of Cin- 
einnati reported that Lessing J. 
Roesenwald, president of the 
Council, sent a letter to Council 
members, dated April 15, announ- 
dng the Council’s new official 
position. 

“It is to be unmistakably noted 
that the American Council for 
Judaism recommends neither giv- 
ing nor refraining from giving 
io the UJA,” he declared. “The 
choice is still one to be made by 
each individual member.” 

It was recalled, however, that 
the Council, at its St. Louis con- 
yention last January, condemn- 
ed “the co-mingling in the UJA 
of funds for clearly humanitar- 
ian purposes with others that 
are expended for political and 
foreign governmental pur- 


At the convention, the Coun- 
cil’s National Executive Commit- 
tee was instructed to find some 
means to set up a Separate fund

That Committee also was _ in- 
structed to work out a plan, as 
a last resort, to provide its own 
machinery by which anti-Zionists 
could make contributions, if ne- 
gotiations with the JDC failed. 

Rosenwald said in his letter, 
refering to that scheme, that it 
was understood at St. Louis, that 
the Council itself should become a 
collector of funds only as a last 
resort, and that “lacking a plan 
whereby the JDC could meet the 
requirements of the St. Louis 
resolution, we should make every 
effort to find some organizations, 
outside the UJA, that would sat- 
isfy our purpose.” 

Rosenwald’s letter followed by 
two weeks publication in The 
Post of an exclusive story in 
which Rabbi Hyman J. Schach- 
tel of Houston, Tex., a promin- 
ent anti-Zionist anl member of 
the board of the Council, re- 
jected the Council’s anti-UJA 
stand and came out in unquaili- 
fied support of the 1948 drive. 

“The Council will not conduct 
any campaign for the raising of 
funds nor will it receive any 
funds for purposes of relief, re- 
construction or resettlement,” 
Rosenwald wrote. 

“Those who, on the basis of 
their own thinking, have deter- 
mined not to contribute to the 
UJA, should forward their con- 
tributions directly to . . . those 
organizations they elect from the 
following recommended list.” 

The letter listed the Refugee 
Assistance Fund, Inc. the Hebrew 
Sheltering and Immigrant Aid 
Society (HIAS), American Over- 
seas Aid, United Nations Appeal 
for Children and the American 
Friends Service Committee. The 
first two are Jewish, the others 
non-sectarian.

Signs indicated that the Ha- 
ganah had similar plans for 
Jerusalem in the event that in- 
ternational debate at Lake Suc- 
cess fails to produce a trustee- 
Ship capable of maintaining 
order. 

Jewish sources revealed the ex- 
istence of a squadron of Jewish 
twin-engined planes based in se 
cret Mediterranean airdromes. 

Irgun Pact In Effect 

The Jewish Agency announced 
that the Haganah-Irgun pact ap- 
proved two weeks ago has hbe- 
come effective but there was no 
sign that Irgun forces, now at- 
tacking Jaffa in an independent 
thrust, will accept Haganah or- 
ders. 

British military officers warned 
that continued Irgun attacks 
would bring British shelling of 
Tel Aviv. The British said they 
had checked the Irgun attack 
with mechanized troops. 

Jaffa Attack Unauthorized 

The attack on Jaffa, in which 
Irgunists claimed to have 
smashed the main Arab defense, 
a huge roadblock in the center of 
the city, was undertaken without 
Haganah knowledge and is being 
continued despite Haganah or- 
ders that the Irgun call off the 
attack.

JERUSALEM—AIl signs this 
week pointed to May 1 as the day

King Abdullah announced he 
would take personal command of 
the armies of Transjordan, Syria 
and Lebanon and move into Pal- 
estine by May 1. 

Egyptians Cooperating? 

Egyptian army units that will 
cross Palestine’s southern fron- 
tier under an individual “but 
closely allied command,” will en- 
ter at the same time, Abdullah 
announced. 

The Jewish Agency, from 
which hints have been emerg- 
ing that the Yishuy has some 
surprise moves of its own to 
unfold May 1, indicated it 
would be prepared to negotiate 
directly with King Abdullah on 
all questions concerning Pales- 
tine Arabs. 

The Agency, however, rejected 
Abdullah’s ultimatum calling on 
Palestine Jews to place them- 
selves under a unitary Arab 
state. 

What Will England Do? 

The role of Great Britain in 
the warfare threats remaincd 
something less than crystal 
clear. The Palestine Government 
said that Transjordan troops in 
Palestine are under British muli- 
tary control and that “their 
duct is not in question.”

SKEPTICAL Syracuse Uni- 

versity sociologist set out 
to learn just how true it is that 
Jews are intermarrying at an 
ever-greater rate of speed and 
wound up with the contention 
that it is not true at all. 

Milton L. Barron first made a 
specific study of one small city 
in Connecticut and then compared 
his findings with a mass of stud- 
ies on intermarriage in North 
America and Europe. 


Facts Differ With Theory 

“Generalizations concerning an 
ever-increasing rate of Jewish in- 
termarriage in America are not 
substantiated by comparative 
analysis of the facts available 
here and abroad,” he reported 
in the American Journal of So- 
ciology for February, 1946, under 
the title, “The Incidence of Jewish 
Intermarriage in Europe and 
America.” 

“Jewish intermarriage does 
not necessarily adhere to a pat-

tern of increasing incidence,” 
he reported. “It varies in time 
and place according to the fluc- 
tuations of social conditions.”

HAVE YOU BY CHANCE checked the continuity of the now. 
famous story on Communists among the unfortunate Jewish DP’s 
seeking a home and a haven in Palestine? I have no doubt that the 
British Colonial office is originally responsible for this piece ot 
propaganda, but note how your newspaper lent itself to a very, 
very skilfully developed theme. , 

Last November 12, 1947, the Times ran a two-column head. 
line reading as follows: “Red Agents May Infiltrate Palestine 
Ships Now In Rumanian Ports, British Tell U. S.” That was 
the opening shot—the planting of suspicion. 

Less than two months later on Jan .1, 1948, this two-columy 
heading appeared on page one: “Red ‘Fifth Column’ for Palestine 
Feared As Ships Near Holy Land.” That’s the second step—sgyg, 
picion gives way to fear. 

The next day, according to the Times, came confirmation from 
Washington, and government officials were quoted as being cop. 
cerned with the menace of the alleged infiltration. Now credence 
is being lent to the tale. 

On Feb. 1, 1948, exactly one month later, again a two-colum, 
headline,-on top of page one: “London Insists Communists Were 
Bound For Palestine,” and the story makes it quite clear that these 
were “Jewish Communists.” If you take the trouble to verify these 
facts, Mr. Sulzberger, you might at the same time inquire as to 
why the headline I have just quoted was changed in a later egj. 
tion of the same Times, to give a slightly different interpretation, 
though not a word in the story was altered. 


@ 

THE IDENTIFICATION OF Jews and Conimunists became 
quite complete in the series of denials and counter-denials tha 
followed. On Feb. 4, 1948, the Times published 14 lines from Cy. 
prus to the effect that the British camp commissioner there disput 
ed the charge that Communists were among the immigrants who 
had been disembarked on the Mediterranean island. Accompanying 
dispatches from London and Washington sought to confirm the ori. 
ginal charge. 

A day later the Times headline was: “Britain Confirms Smugg. 
ling of Reds.” There is much, much more to be Said about the de. 
tailed contents of each of these stories and their constant associa. 
tion of “Communist agents” with Jews and Jewish refugee ships, 
At the moment it is sufficient, I believe, to indicate the sustained 
pattern of propaganda in the Times as revealed in a number of 
stories. 

And on Feb. 6, 1948, again a two-column headline: “Cyprus 
Official Repudiates Denial of Red Agents on Palestine Ships.” The 
story is datelined London, and was released to the press by a “Cok 
onial Office spokesman.” Again, I am not commenting on the plight 
of the honest Cyprus commander who found himself thus over. 
ruled from London because of shady policy, but on the fact that 
this episode provided a Times editor with still another opportunity 
to hammer away at the now familiar theme: “Communists and 
Jews—Jews and Communists.”

MR. SULZBERGER, I don’t know how long your editors have 
been carrying on this campaign under your very nose. I have been 
saving these clippings for only a few months, and I have made 
no attempt at comprehensiveness, There may be others I have 
missed.

N.Y. IRISH SOLON FIRST TO ASK 
US. OKAY FOR JEWISH STATE

WASHINGTON—Jewish Congressmen are kicking themselves 


this week. 


The cause of their fancy footwork is not something they did, 
but something they didn’t do. They were scooped by a non-Jew-—- 
Rep. Andrew Somers of Brooklyn, who introduced a resolution to 


recognize the Hebrew Govern- 
ment of Palestine. 

‘It's so obvious. Why didn’t I 
think of it?” was the reaction of 
one Jewish Congressman which 
seemed to sum up the group re- 
action. 

As far as the resolution itself 
is concerned, it has very little 
chance of passing under present 
conditions. But it’s smart poli- 
tics and Somers takes the credit. 

“At least,” said one Jewish 
Congressmen, “it couldn’t have 
happened to a better guy.”

The answer is of course that 
England, through its Foreign Of- 
fice, déems the Mufti an indis- 
pensable instrument of its Mid- 
dle East policies, an instrument 
which, no matter how unreliable 
and wicked and vile, must be pre- 
served to safeguard the security 
of the Empire! 

The unsurpassed criminal rec- 
ord of the Mufti and the story 
of the British protection which 
he enjoys to this very day, is 
the theme of this small but thor- 
oughly documented volume. The 
author has studied the case of 
the Mufti diligently, searched the 
records carefully, and the result 
is as shocking an indictment as 
one can make, 

What adds to the indictment is 
the fact that the Mufti is not 
only a political leader, but a re- 
ligious leader, and that he de- 
rives his political influence by

which gives him enormous stand- 
ing among Palestinian Arabs and 
throughout the Moslem world. 
And for this religious leadership, 
as for his preservation, none but 
the British are responsible. 
The Jerusalem Mufti, or Haj 
Amin El] Husseini, was born in 
1893 in one of the aristocratic 
families of Palestine, After some 
private tutoring, he was admitted 
to the University of Alazhar at 
Cairo, but never graduated, In- 
stead, he chose a pilgrimage to 
Mecca, entitling him to include 
“Haj” in his name, a source of 
prestige in the eyes of every 
Moslem. During the first world 


| war, he served in Jerusalem as 


an officer in the Turkish army. 
After the war he served in many 
an inconspicuous capacity. 

What brought him _ instant 
notoriety and fame was his 
role in the first pogrom in Pal- 
estine on April 4, 1920. It last- 
ed four days and took the 
lives of many, many Jews. He 
was sentenced in absentis to 
ten years in prison, but was 
later amnestied by none other 
than the Jewish High Com- 
missioner of Palestine, Sir 
Herbert Samuels. 


e 

IN 1921, THE problem of el- 
ecting a successor to the Jeru- 
salem Mufti who had died troub- 
led the British authorities. The 
Arab religious heads submitted 
three possible candidates, which 
significantly enough did NOT in- 
clude the name of the present 
Mufti. Though not listed amongst 
the eligibles, the British found 
the present Mufti, in spite of his 
leadership in the 1920 pogrom 
and in spite of his conspicuous 
lack of any academic training, 
the best qualified for the high 
office, to which he was prompt- 
ly appointed by the Government! 
The reasons for this unpreceden- 
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lem and Safed, besides much de- 

struction of Jewish property. 

That the Mufti was chiefly re- 
sponsible for this pogrom, 

through his sermons and written 
propaganda, is beyond doubt. 

Lord Snell, a member of the 
Shaw Committee investigating 
the riots of 1929, condemned him 
in the strongest of terms, Sur- 
prisingly enough, the Govern- 
ment took no action against him 
whatever, and he continued to 
function undisturbed as the re- 
ligious head of the Arab Pales- 
tine community. How mysteri- 
ous! 

* 

IN 1936, RIOTS again swept 
over Palestine. This time the vic- 
tims included not only Jews but 
many Arabs, and significantly 
enough, Arabs from prominent 
families who refused to be intim- 
idated by the Mufti. Page 21 of 
this small book lists a large 
number of distinguished Pales- 
tine Arabs who disappeared aft- 
er they dared to defy the Mufti. 

A pamphlet entitled “I accuse” 
and issued by a respected Pal- 
estinian Arab, charges that “loy- 
al Arabs and their families are 
being victimized every day and 
their property wantonly burned 
and destroyed for no other crime 
than being opponents of the Muf- 
ti. Why need he murder, torture 
and destroy if he is truly such 
a beloved leader as he claims to 
be?” (page 26). 

One Arab family was almost 
completely wiped out because it 
refused to contribute money to 
the Mufti’s gangsters. But the 
government did nothing, allow- 
ing him to carry on his activities 
of murder, arson and loot with- 
out any interference. 

Only when World War II be- 
gan did the Palestine govern- 
ment find the Mufti’s war in 
Palestine too annoying and 
promptly put an end to it. Yet, 
though it did send into exile 
many associates of the Mufti, his 
holy person could not be appre- 
hended. Miraculously did he es- 
cape the British “dragnet”, soon 
to turn up in those very places 
where there was trouble brew- 
ing for Britain and the Jews.

The Mufti scored his major 
success in assisting the Nazis in 
their gruesome policy of liquid- 
ating the Jews of Europe. Nazi 
records at Nuremberg establish 
his intimate association with 
Eichman, the chief Nazi official 
charged with the liquidation of 
Europe Jewry. For a_ decent 
price, Eichman was_ perfectly 
ready to permit large groups of 
European Jews to depart for Pal- 
estine.

The Mufti’s first step after 
leaving Palestine was Iraq where 
in October, 1939, the British 
found themselves faced with a 
rebellion which almost proved 
disastrous. When that was final- 
ly suppressed, the Mufti, after 
several interesting pauses in 
Balkan lands quite miraculausly 
turned up on November 9, 1942, 
at Berlin, to be received by Hit- 
ler personally. Few rendered 
more loyal service to the Nazi 
cause than he did, and on two 
fronts, stirring up_ rebellion 
among Moslem troops, and_ in- 
creasing the tempo of the liquid- 
ation of Jews in Nazi-occupied 
lands, as an alternative to send- 
ing them to Palestine. 

For a religious leader, his 
broadcasts over the Nazi radio 
are unique with few parallels. 
One recorded Berlin broadcast 
has him calling on the “Arabs to

IS one o’clock, folks, and I’d like to go to bed but it’s no use. I 

don’t know whether the Jews are trying to blow up Arab nests in 
Jaffa or the Arabs are shooting at Tel Aviv from the British can- 
non they are said to have obtained or whether the Jews are trying 
to silence that cannon. 


But now I know what they meant when they warned me not 
to expect every night to be as quiet as my first two nights in Tel 
Aviv. 

Now to go on. We slept in Lydda Sunday night. I didn’t even 
try to sleep on my first night on Palestine soil. The air was beautiful 
in the early morning. 

“How do you like the air of Eretz Israel?” It was the Bagdad 
Jew, who was one of the passengers on my plane, speaking. 

It is 2:15 a.m. I just came from downstairs. Refugees from out- 
lying districts came to this hotel to look for beds. Some houses 
in Tel Aviv were hit. Everybody is sure the British did it. It 
nas been quiet for half an hour now. I'll try to sleep now. 


APRIL 8, 1948, 5:40 P. M. 

What happened last night was nothing exciting. The Arabs 
damaged a house or two in the outlying districts, but nobody was 
hurt. They say it was worse a week or two weeks ago. 

We got into an armored car at Lydda on April 5. I noticed a 
pullet hole in one of the panes and pointed it out to Shelomo, an 
Agency official. “Well,” he said, “did you think the papers were 
kidding you? They’ve been shooting in this country.” 

There were three Haganah boys in our armored car, boys in 
their teens. They must have been Sabrim (Palestine-born). They 
wore a constant grin and looked and acted as if they were going to 
a ball game, but not as spectators. I had seen eight days earlier, 
a Communist demonstration at Naples. I had seen, on the previous 
morning, the military parade in Rome. But I hadn’t seen faces with 
so much concentrated guts as these three Sabrim., 


“WELL,” SAID YOSEF, one of them, as he took up his position 
at the back, “what are we waiting for?” 

“What are we waiting for?” the driver repeated. “We're wait- 
ing for the Messiah” 

“The Messiah has already come,” said Yosef. “Let’s go.” 

“Yosef,” said the driver, “as soon as we get moving, you better 
take it out. I think we’re going to have it hot.” 

(I can’t guarantee that Daniel Persky would approve of the 
boys’ Hebrew as strictly grammatical. Nor can I guarantee that 
Trude Rosmarin would endorse the boys’ ideas on teleology, but I 
think I am giving you the right translation.) 

Yosef came over and my neighbor and I had to get up. 
Yosef lifted the seat and took out a few metal contraptions 
which he put together and handed to the boy next to the driver. 

It did not look like something with which to peel potatoes. Then 
he pulled out something smaller that wouldn’t do as a pencil, 
and asked the driver: “Do you want these, Mishka?” 

“No, you’d better hold it,” said Mishka. 


DURING ALL THIS, there was hardly any sign of tension or 
nervousness in the crowded car. Mrs. Judith Epstein, former na- 
tional president of Hadassah, sat with her back to an open window, 
laughing and joking about the danger. 

We reached the limits of the danger zone and were told to get 
out and change for taxis. Mishka got out and headed for the 
bushes on the roadside, informing Yosef that he was thirsty and 
wanted to pick some oranges. . 

“Oranges, my eye; we cleaned them out yesterday,” said Josef 
and soon enough the young guardian of Israel came back empty 
handed. Then they roared off. ‘ 


AFTER WE WERE transferred to a taxi, we had hardly ad- 
vanced 200 yards when we were stopped by young men in khaki 
with insignia on their arms consisting of two huge Hebrew Ilet- 
tes “MEM TZADDI.” I soon figured out that it stood for Mili- 
tary Police. 

We were asked to get out and the drivers were told to undo 
the baggage—all over again. The MPs tried hard to be civil but 
they were insistent. 

Then we were packed in and driven another ten minutes 
and there was another batch of Jews in khaki and again the 
same story. 

“Why don’t you show them your diplomatic credentials?” I 
half-kidded Shelomo. “I don’t want to claim any privileges,” he 
answered in all seriousness. 

The MPs in fact were stricter with him than with the rest 
o{ us; he was a Palestinian citizen of military age. 

“What are you examining so much?” I asked one fellow. 
“You've got here two members of the Zionist Actions committee, 
oe official of the Jewish Agency, two Hadassah nurses... ” 

He answered: “We’d do the same if Ben Gurion passed here.”

The other evening, in our town, there was 
a show to dramatize what to do about Jones. 
Jones? Well, his name may not be exactly 
Jones. Maybe it’s Smith, or Arbuthnot, Aber- 
crombie of Fothergill. Just for short they 
called him Jones. Jones is a kind of Typhoid 
Mary, you might say. (Typhoid Mary, as you 
may have heard, is the historic girl who car- 
ried typhoid germs on her 
person, and, innoccently en- 
ough, spread them all around 
and there was no telling how 
many people she gave ty- 
phoid to). 

Jones isn’t at all as inno- 
cent at Typhoid Mary was. 
He is the guy who, in pub 
lic places, with arrogant 
malice, spreads dirty cracks 
against Jews and other peo- 
ple cf minority groups. There’s always some- 
body in the bus, or wherever Jones makes his 
play, who gets infected by the germs from 
Jones’ mind. 

Yes, let’s take an incident on a bus. (The 
incident was enacted in the show that was 
given the other evening in our town). It’s 
a crowded bus. One of the passengers is try- 
ing to get off ... “Out please, out,” he’s 
saying. “I’m trying to get off.” He squeezes 
his way through and while so doing he inad- 
vertantly pushes one of the other passengers, 
and how is that to be helped when you're 
trying to squeeze through a crowded bus? 

And who do you think the other passenger 
is? Sure enough, it’s Jones. He glares and 
shouts: “Hey, quit your pushing. Do you think 
you own the bus?” He looks around as if to 
address everybody in the bus, then he says: 
“Isn’t that just like a Jew, always shoving. 
They think they own these buses. Who do 
they think they are anyway?” 


JONES IS NO great mind and, in fact, if 
he were well-gifted with brains, he wouldn't 
have said what he did. But his words take im- 
mediate effect in the bus. One of his fellow- 
passengers, a Mr. Glovers, says: “Well, may- 
be there is something to what that fellow 
said. Maybe the Jews do push a bit. I hadn't 
particularly noticed it but maybe they do.” 
Another passenger, a Mr. Edwards, says: 
“Well, I think that man is wrong to speak that 
way, but there might be a bit of truth in what 
he says. A lot of Jews don’t know our ways. 
They just can’t help it.” 

The question was how can Jones be an- 
swered right on the spot? What’s one to say to 
him intelligently with words as loud as his 
stupidity? What can be said in answer, there 
and then, that will be as effective among the 
passengers as Jones’ dirty crack? 

How to floor Jones wherever he is heard 
was the subject of the dramatization. The 
script had been prepared by the Commission 
on Community Interrelations of the American 
Jewish Congress. Abraham F. Citron, research 
associate of the commission, had come to our 
town to help our people put on the show. 
(Mr. Citron obliges in that way in whatever 
city a similar performance is given). 





WELL, THEN, HOW were they going to 
tell Jones off? A punch in the nose? That 
might be satisfying but it wouldn’t be an an- 
swer. It wouldn’t convince the other people in 
the bus and most of them would resent the 
disorder that a punch in the nose causes. 

Jones finally gets an answer but not in the * 
bus. He is in a room with a lot of other men 
who, like him, are waiting to be interviewed. 
A secretary comes in and asks “Who is, next?” 
Both Jones and a man named Goldstein stand 
up and each says he’s next. The secretary 
picks Goldstein to be next and that’s Jones’ 
opportunity to sound off on his favorite mal- 
ice ... “That’s another Jew who can’t wait 
his turn,” he says for all to hear. “These Jews 
are all alike. Who do they think they are any- 
way?” 

This time he gets an answer but not from 
a Jew. It is a Mr. Stevenson who speaks up 
with a mild voice, yet loud enough to be heard 
around the room. “Take it easy, fellow,” says 
Mr. Stevenson. “I wouldn’t say that if I were 
you. We don’t want that kind of talk in Amer- 
ica.” 


Jones: Aw .. . these Jews always try, 


’ to get away with something. 


Stevenson: That’s no way to talk. What 
kind of a country would we have if we didn’t 
stick together? We'd be easy suckers for some 
one to make trouble. 

Jones: What business is that of yours? 

Stevenson: I’m telling you it’s unfair to 
pick on the Jews, or any other group, for 
that matter. Everybody in America should get 
the samie square deal. 

Jones: Why are you worried about Jews? 

Stevenson: It’s not just the Jews I’m wor- 
ried about. It’s the danger of that kind of 
talk to our democracy that worries me. This 
country is made up of all races and religions 
and it’s up to us to see to it that they all 
get an even break. 


THERE’S NO WAY to know whether Ste 
venson’s speech brings Jones’ malice around 
to contrition for, just then, the secretary 
comes in again and calls Jones in to be inter- 
viewed. But the American Jewish Congress 
{in its Commission on Community Interrela- 
tions) believes it’s a sample of the right kind 
of answer to give Jones. It’s without rancor, 
It contains patriotism and a bit of the tradi- 
tional American idealism of which Americans 
generally are proud. If it didn’t get Jones, 
it must have got under the skin of some of 
the other people in the waiting room who 
might otherwise have been infected by Jones. 
And that’s the main thing. 

Mr. Citron said that the purpose is to teach 
not only Jews but men of good will who are 
not Jews—like Mr. Stevenson—to come up 
with the right answer at the right time when- 
ever Jones shows off. You must not only have 
the right words at your command, but the 
courage to speak them in a crowd. You don't 
have to use the words prepared by the com- 
mission. You may roll your own. But you 
should be ready for Jones instead of feeling 
flabbergasted at his appearance.

— Nathan Drazin, Baltimore, Md.: As per your instruc- 
tions (“May I suggest that you read the section in my book, 
‘History of Jewish Education from 515 B.C.E. to 220 C.E.’, entitled 
‘The Position of Women,’ that contains a complete refutation 
of Mordecai M. Kaplan’s views.” I have studied the chapter in 
question, and while it was carefully researched and enlightening, 
it can hardly be called a refutation of Rabbi Kaplan’s charges. 
In fact you both say the same thing—that the social status of wom- 
en at that time was probably not as low as the laws would indi- 
cate. 

If you really want to refute his charges about the present 
Gay situation, you might answer some specific points in his chap- 
ter “The Status of Woman in Jewish Law” in “The Future of the 
American Jew:” 

(1) “According to Jewish law, whatever the wife earns—even 
over-time—or happens to find, as well as the income derived from 
possessions she brings to him at marriage, belongs to her hus- 
band.” 

(2) “He alone has the power of divorce. According to tradi- 
tional law, he can divorce her arbitrarily without her consent, or 
refuse to grant her a divorce, no matter how much she would 
welcome it.” 

(3) “A woman is not qualified to act as witness in court— 
to say nothing of her acting as judge.” 

(4) Among her many religious limitations, of which we are 
aware, in this one: “If, as an expression of pious devotion, she 
should write a Torah scroll, it would be unfit for use in public 
worship” (Modern society has found that woman is no mean scribe

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"ANOTHER JEWISH DEFENSE GROUP HERE 


THEY ASKED; HAVEN'T WE ENOUGH? 


By RUTH PALLER 
E were hecklers at a meeting the other 
night. 

A group was called together to discuss the 
advisability of organizing a chapter of the 
American Jewish Congress in our city. Our 
first reaction was: “Another organization? 
Don’t we have too many already? 


However, we attended the meeting just to 
see why anyone should want to form another 
defense organization in a city which has an 
active American Jewish Committee and an An- 
ti-Defamation League as well as a Community 
Relations Council, in which all organizations 
are supposed to be represented. It seemed 
to us that there was duplication of effort as 
it was and we should be coordinating insted of 
adding confusion. We were not shy about air- 
ing our Objections, either. : 


As the discussion progressed, however, 
much as we hated to admit it, we found our- 
selves changing our opinion. Here are the ar- 
guments which convinced us: 


Suppose a matter of community relations 
comes up, Such as employment discrimination, 
real estate covenants or even physical assault. 
Since we have a local Community Relations 
Council, the matter would come up there for 
decision as to procedure. The American Jewish 
Committee would give its point of view and 
the Anti-Defamation League would give its 
opinion, but there would be no expression of 
the more aggressive point of view held by 
many members of the community though not 
formally represented in the Council. 


That aggressive attitude, which is willing 
to bring some matters hitherto hushed out in- 
to the open, has been found by experience to 
be one of the most effective ways of handling 
certain incidents. It is one held by the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress. 


Since there are *many people in our com- 
munity who feel that more effective means 


of combatting discrimination are needed than 
those suggested by the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and the ADL, their point of view should 
be formally expressed before the Community 
Relations Council and the decision as to our 
action should be based on discussion of all 
three points of view. 


Explained on those terms, we found our- 
selves bound to agree that as long as the 
three defense groups (there are actually four 
but the labor group is not active in our city) 
hold different points of view representing vary- 
ing attitudes in the community at large, and 
since the three organizations could not at this 
time bring themselves to join forces, the only 
intelligent and democratic course is to hear 
all three opinions. Then we should weigh them 
and make our decision for community action 
through the Community Relations Council. 

If matters work out that way—if each de- 
fense organization would be willing to work 
through the Community Relations Council—we 
will achieve on the local level a real coordina- 
tion of effort. 


But if each group will go off on its own 
tangent, ignoring the council and acting in- 
dependently, there will be triple instead of 
only double confusion. It depends on how 
adult the community leaders are and how 
firmly we members of the community insist 
that the total good of the community be con- 
sidered before the good of the independent 
organizations.

Flake the salmon, crush the bones, and mix well with juice of the 
salmon. Place peas and salmon in alternate layers in a buttered 
baking dish, and season with salt and pepper. Pour cream or milk 
over all, sprinkle with bread crumbs, and dot with butter. Bake in 
oven at 350 degrees until crumbs are brown. If canned peas are 
used, the liquid of the peas may be combined with the cream, and 
a white sauce made to pour over the fish and peas. 
Sweet and Sour Canned Salmon 
1-lb. tin salmon 1 tsp. salt 
3 medium onions, sliced Ye cup vinegar 
2 tbsps. uour yolks of 2 eggs 
3 tbsp. sugar 1 tsp. cold water 
Remove skin and bonts from salmon. Drain, but reserve the juice. 
Place salmon on platter. Put sliced onions in hot water to cover, 
and let boil gently, uncovered, for 20 minutes, or until tender. Re- 
move onions, and lay over salmon. Reserve 1 cup of liquid in which 
onions were cooked. Mix flour, sugar and salt, and put in a pot, 
Stir in the salmon juice, onion, liquid and vinegar. Heat to boiling 
point, and let simmer, stirring constantly, for 5 minutes, or until 
no taste of raw flour remains. Beat yolks of eggs with water in a 
bowl. Gradually pour the hot liquid into the beaten yolks, stirring 
constantly to prevent curdling. Re-heat without boiling until smooth, 


. Pour while hot over salmon and onions. Serve immediately, or chill”

But to get back to Mr. Bronf- 
man, I’ve just read his Passover 
Message in the Congress Bulle- 
tin, organ of the Congress. His 
views warrant repeating, and if 
you’re interested in the English 
language, notice how well phra- 
sed and in what smooth-flowing 
language the thoughts are couch- 
ed. 


Just in case anyone gets the 
wrong idea, I met Mr. Bronfman 
when I tried to persuade him to 
use advertising space (Calverts 
Seagrams) in The Post, and I 
still would be more than happy 
to carry that advertising. 


It is crystal clear, in the first 
place, that the change in Ameri- 
,can policy with regard to Pales- 
tine, even as the change in Brit- 


ish policy, has at no time and 
in no way been indicated by mak 
ice. 


“It is, it appears dictated by 
expediency. Expediency, by defin- 
ition, is temporary, To-morrow, 
or the day after, another expedi- 
ency may prevail. The change in 
Palestine policy was not arrived 
at without pain; out of an agita- 
ted conscence did it issue. And 
that conscience is still not at 
peace with itself. 


“It is equally clear that the 
Palestine problem is not being 
treated as an isolated matter, but 
as part of a world problem. Upon 
the solution of this problem, there 
depends, therefore, not merely 
the fate of a small people, but, 
in one way or another, the fate 
of all the peoples of the earth. 
The very future of the United Na- 
tions Organization — and world 
peace itself — herein is intricate- 
ly involved. And this yet another 
source of hope; we do not have 
to rely upon altruism alone. 


“Above all our faith in the ulti- 
mate determination of the prob- 
lem springs from the morally 
unassailable principles upon 
which, amidst the vacillations of 
statesmen, the Jewish case in 
Palestine irremoveably _ rests. 
Other than arguments of expedi- 
ency — often a mistaken expedi- 
ency — no answer has yet been 
made against claims founded up- 
on the most persuasive of historic 
and the most compeling of hu- 
manitarian reasons, What we see 
before our eyes in this generation 
is indeed a repetition of the an- 
cient Passover saga; now as then, 
there are wanderings toward a 
destination interrupted by de- 
tours and liberations followed by 
counter-decisions. The end of the 
story, however, is there for all 
to read; after much delay and 
many trials, the ancient promise 
is at length fulfilled .. So was it; 
SO may it be again..,

THE SAME adult who will 
readily agree that  edtication

The American Council For Judaism ‘And The U.J.A. 


oie Post cannot agree with Lessing Ros- 
enwald’s contention that as far as The 
American Council for Judaism and contribut- 
ing to the United Jewish Appeal is concerned: 
“The choice is still to be one which must be 
made by each individual member.” 

After making that statement, Mr. Rosen- 
wald then lists five organizations, all of them 
minor relief groups, which are called, a “ree- 
ommended list.” 

Naturally the United Jewish Appeal is not 
one of the recommended groups. 

“It is to be unmistakably noted that the 
American Council for Judaism recommends 
neither giving nor refraining from giving to 
the United Jewish Appeal.” 

This statement is merely wordage and is 
an attempt to ease the Council out of a diffi- 
cult position. However, it won’t work. Telling 
a man at whom someone is shooting that he 


can either duck or not, is no advice, 

The sum and substance of the action of 
The Council is to have caused its mem 
to refrain from participating adequately in 
the United Jewish Appeal. That is the Way 
it has worked out in practice, that is the Way 
Rabbi H. J. Schachtel assumed it was meant, 
and that is the way it was meant. 

When the Council at St. Louis voted th 
resolution, (which The Post reprinted in full) 
which is the bone of contention, The Post 
refrained from comment. This action put the 
Council outside of almost the entire U. S. Jey. 
ish community, but it was the Council’s right 
so The Post did not comment, 

The Council made its bed, it should have 
the courage to lie on it. Whatever membey 
of the Council will contribute adequately tg 
the United Jewish Appeal, in the estimation ot 
The Post, are doing so against the views of 
the Council. 


Even For Jewish Leaders 


E HAVE attended national conventions, 
national Jewish conventions, we should 
say, where the principal meetings, the import: 
ant work negotiated was done on Saturday. 
Was done on Saturday, we should say, with 
rabbis present, and with none either concerned 
or with courage enough to get up and protest. 
There are several factors here. One is that 
at these national conventions (and we should 
here point out that always at the Zionist con- 
ventions, Saturday is a day of rest, with ser- 
vices largely attended) the Jewish leadership, 
the people to whom the rest of the community 
look for guidance, are present. So when the 
rabbi is content to go about his business in 
smoke-filled rooms on Sabbath, as if the Sab- 
bath were made especially for business, then 
in all justice, it is unfair to blame the lay 
people. 

Well in Cincinnati, at the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council meeting, no 
sessions were scheduled for Saturday except an 
Oneg Shabbat late Saturday afternoon. But 
when time became pressing, meetings were 


hastily set for Saturday morning. 

Although at least two rabbis were present, 
it took Lester Jaffe, new chairman of the 
board of The Hebrew Union College, to get 
up and protest. He won his point, but because 
he was willing to compromise and asked that 
meetings must not be held until after the Sab. 
bath morning services were over. Meetings 
were then set for the late morning and early 
afternoon. 

At the early afternoon session, Rabbi Eisen. 
drath got up and protested, and although he 
was to be chairman at that session, he re 
fused. A compromise was struck and the meet 
ing was declared part of the Oneg Shabbat, 

We have an idea tifat the lay people at the 
NCRAC have greater regard for Rabbi Eisen. 
drath and perhaps even for the Sabbath now 
than they had before. Would it be such a hor 
rible idea for Jewish leaders at national con. 
ventions to rest on the Sabbath, perhaps to 
attend services in the morning, and then late 
in the afternoon to be present at some Jewish 
eultural affair?

Using The Services As Classes 


VER a year ago, in the January, 1947 is- 

sue of the bulletin of Rabbi Louis I. New: 
man’s Rodeph Sholom Temple in New York, 
there was described a course of eight lectures 
and discussions by the rabbi on “Customs, 
Ceremonies and Observances for Modern Jews: 
Their Origin and Meaning.” 

Last week, the following note appeared in 
Rabbi Harry Ettleson’s Temple Israel (Mem- 
phis, Tenn.) Bulletin: 

“On Friday evening at 8 eight o’clock, Dr. 
Ettelson will take as his subject ‘A Personally 
Conducted Tour’, This subject suggested itself 
recent when the Temple Sisterhood was host 
to more than 200 Christian women at the In- 
ter-Faith Good Will Institute. As Dr. Ettel- 
son was conducting the tour through the Tem- 
ple some of our Jewish members said to him 
‘Why don’t you do the same for us and ex- 
plain the meaning of the various features of 
the architecture and the symbols of the Tem- 
ple?’ In response to this request, Dr. Ettel- 
son will interpret the various features of our 
sanctuary, pointing out why it is constructed 
as it is and giving the origin of many of the 
unique features of a Jewish House of Wor- 
ship. This sermon will be informative and our 
people should take advantage of the opportuni- 


ty to learn more about our Temple and Juda- 
ism by attending this Service. The Sisterhood 
will be host to the Congregation at a Reception 
following the Service.” 

This editorial’s point is obvious. As has 
been stated here before, there is a hunger for 
knowledge in the Jewish group. The question 
of whose fault it is that this ignorance exists 
is not the point of this editorial. This edit- 
orial does make the point, however, that in 
view of the present low state of intelligence 
on things Jewish, it behooves our rabbis to 
turn their pulpits into schools. 

Book reviews, reviews on movies, discussion 
of world politics, all of these in normal times, 
are desirable, but for the next five to ten years, 
the emphasis in the pulpit, and in fact on 
every other possible oceasion, must be on 
teaching. 

Whether it’s Jewish history, Jewish eth- 
ics, or Jewish customs, the sermons should 
be, insofar as possible, confined to these sub- 
jects. 

It might not even be amiss for the rabbi 
to announce in advance what his sermons will 
be, to prepare bibliographies, even lesson ‘out: 
lines, so that the services might actually be 
turned into inspirational class room lectures. 


The Young Marrieds 


NEW and effective agent for imparting 

Jewish beliefs and knowledge to our 
American Jewish community has sprung up in 
congregations throughout the country, but up 
until this time does not seem to have been 
accorded much recognition, except locally. 

It is the “young married” clubs, a device 
amazingly successful in doing the very neces- 
sary job of trying to recover as many as pos- 
sible of the lost generations. 

In many congregations the difficulty is in 
finding room to accept all the young married 
people who want to participate. 

These are not social clubs; they are groups 
who meet, perhaps not to study in the sense 


of the traditional poring over the Torah, but 
to learn. I do not mean here to indicate that 
study is not the cardinal guiding motive of 
these groups, because it is. 

Usually the group take a book like Rabbi 
Steinberg’s “Basic Judaism,” or some other 
text, and go through with it, chapter by chap 
ter, meeting by meeting. In this way, in the 
course of a year, the group’s intelligence level 
on things Jewish is raised impressively. Most 
often the meetings are in the form of suppers, 
and there is no program—only the rabbi, and 
it should be said here that to more and more 
of the younger group, the rabbi, their own 
rabbi, provides a very welcome and a very ade 
quate and a very stimulating program.

Rabbi de 
Sola was a British subject and the 
invitation extended him by the 
American government of the day 
Was considered an overture to 
ease the tension and_ restore 
friendly relations between the 
two countries.

Ster Gladstone and Sir Edward 
Thornton, British Ambassador at 
Washington. 


Rabbi de Sola, a nattive of Lon- 
don, was one*of Montreal’s most 


distinguished citizens. He was 


for 35 years minister of the Span- 
ish and Portuuese Synagogue and 
for many years Professor of He- 
brew and Oriental Literature at 
McGill University. He is to be 
credited with another “first.” In 
1858 the degree of LL. D. was 
conferred upon him by McGill. 
According to the Jewish Encyclo- 
paeida, this was “probably the 
first instance of a Jew attaining 
that honor in an English speaking 
country.”

| BORNE DUCKED HIS JUDAISM 





AND DREAMED OF UNIVERSALISM

In reviewing a Frankfort per- 
formance of a successful farce, 
entitled “Unser Verkehr,” which 
sought to attain comic effects by 
ridiculing Jewish traits, ; Borne 
justified the objections raised by 
the Jewish community to this 
play. He analyzed the apparent- 
ly logical argument that, since 
comedy aims to amuse and since 
the nobility, various professions, 
and even the clergy are often 
subjects for farces, the Jews had 
no justification for objecting. 

He pointed out that the analogy 
was fallacious. A dramatist 
seeks to arouse laughter by ridi- 
culing not the nobility as a class 
put only certain excesses of aris- 
tocratic pride, not the laywers as 
a professional group but legal 
quibbling, not the clergy but cer- 
tain clerical foibles. Nobody in 
the audience will generalize from 
any funny idiosyncrasy and as a 
result hold the entire group in 
disrepute. 

But when Jewish mannerisms 
are brought on the stage and the 
whole play is devoted to ridi- 
culing these mannerisms, then 
the audience does not merely 
laugh and amuse itself. It carries 
home the impressions it received 
on such an occasion and imputes 
these weaknesses to all Jews and 
more particularly to the nearest 
Jewish resident or competitor. 

After listening to a narration 
of evil traits, supposedly char- 
acteristic of Jews of different 
ages and countries, the Frank- 
fort burgher projected these 
traits upon the head of. the par- 
ticular Jew who happened to 
be close at hand. 

e 

IF THE STAGE must deal with 
Jews—and Borne was not at all 
happy at the thought—then trag- 
edy was a far more appropriate 
vehicle. Richard Cumberland’s 
drama, “The Few,” successfully 
performed for many years both 
in England and Germany, furn- 
ished him with a good illustra- 
tion. 

Borne reviewed. this tragedy 
rather favorably. He pondered 
on the strange experiences that 
Cumberland must have gone 
through before he could attain 
to a sympathetic understanding 
of this people. 

“How many thousands of un- 
fortunates must Cumberland 
have seen suffering until he 
could suspect the immense “Fu- 
denschmerz,” a right dark treas- 
ure handed down from genera- 
tion to generation, before he 
eould discern the sorrows that 
customed to finad a listening ear? 
How many thousands must he 
himself have unwittingly con- 
demned before he finally found 
a single innocent Jew to portray 
sympathetically to an audience?” 

An ordinance of the Frankfort 
Senate, setting aside June 27, 
1819, as a memorial day com- 
memorating the great conflagra- 
tion of a century earlier, offered 
Borne a welcome opportunity to 
attack a government that made 
distinctions between its inhabit- 
ants on the basis of religion. 

In an article, entitled “Zwangs- 
Gottesdienst,” he noted that for 
the Christians the Senate of the 
Free City suggested the holding 
of divine services, while for the 
Jews it commanded memorial 
Prayers in the synagogue. He 
called attention to the different 
tone used in addressing both_sec- 
tions of the population. 

The Jews were to engage, not 
in divine services, but only in

prayers. Moreover, these pray- 
ers were not suggested but or- 
dered. With considerable emotion 
he exclaimed: “Ordered prayers! 
Do you heed them, Father of 
Light? Will you not know how 
to distinguish between the warm, 
fervent prayers of the heart and 
the prayers commanded by the 
police? Do you not surmise the 
bitter curse of the oppressed, 
which they sugarcoat with bles- 
sings because of fear of the op- 
pressors? A Frankfort Jew is to 
remember lovingly the decayed 
bones of his fges, who a century 
ago, when alive, met with mis- 
fortune! 


“He is to remember’ with 
brotherly affection the people 
who slandered him, mistreated 
him, trod him under foot; He is 
to recall the time when he had 
no fatherland and when his birth- 
place was more foreign to him 
than any foreign land! Does not 
the description of that fire state 
that daily a hundred men—arti- 
sans, peasants, soldiers, and Jews 
—had to work at the scene of the 
fire to remove the wreckage and 
to clear the ground, and that the 
Jewish master-builders received 
strict orders to draft as many as 
possible for this work? And the 
memory of that time should fill 
a Jew with benevolence? He 
should lament the misfortune of 
those whose descendants - still 
persecute him today and degrade 
him as much as they can? 


THE THEME THAT the free 
dom of all is inextricably bound 
up with freedom for the Jew re- 
curs throughout Borne’s polemic 
writings. He opposed all efforts 
to isolate the Jews from others. 
He refused to acknowledge the 


existence of a Jewish problem as- 


distinct from the general problem 
of human emancipation. 


When God created the world, he 
created man and woman, but not. 
master and slave, Christian and 
Jew, rich and poor. Hence, our 
love should. embrace all man- 
kind, without differentiating be- 
tween serf and lord, poor and 
rich, Jew and Christian. 


In his student days, in 1807 
Borne applied for a passport and 


. the clerk wrote in the document: 


“Juif de Francfort, Borne 
gnashed his teeth in helpless rage. 
In later years he attacked with 
equal vehemence Jewish reli- 
gious separtists like Gabriel Ries- 
ser, who wrote a pamphlet laud- 
ing him, and Christian anti-Sem- 
ites like Dr. Holst, the author of 
a vitriolic pamphlet defaming 
him.

WORD CHARADES 


Here are a few word charades. 
You can make up many more, us- 
ing words and terms connected 
with Pesach. 

Place an object on the floor and 
pass over it. Repeat the action 
until the players catch on. 

Passover — Pass Over. 

Point to something red and say 
“See.” Repeat the action until 
the players guess the name of 
the sea which the Jews crossed 
on their journey to Palestine, 

Red Sea — Red See. 

Sit down on the floor and play 
with toys, pronouncing the letter 
“G” as a baby would say it. 

Plague — Play “G”, 


PESACH GOLF 

Various places or holes are 
marked on the floor. Each player 
by flipping the nut with his 
thumb and forefinger moves the 
nut from hole to hole. As in 
golf, player who finishes the 
course with the least amount of 
Strokes wins, 


LOGGING NUT 


A line is drawn ten to 25 feet 
away from the players, who stand 
on a throwing line. Nuts are 
thrown by the players—the one 
whose nut is nearest the line wins 
all the other nuts, 


NUT RACE 
Provide each. team with a 
spoon, a saucer containing two 
small nuts for each player, and 
an empty saucer. The first saucer 


is placed on a chair at the start- 
ing line, the second on a chair 


at the turning point. At the sig- 
nal, each captain carries two 
nuts on the spoon to the empty 
saucer, places them there, re- 
turns, and passes the spoon to the 
next player, and so on. Only the 
spoon may touch the nuts.

PITCH-IN-THE-KETTLE

sized kettle or a large pan is 
placed about 30 inches from the 
wall. The players, then, in ‘turn, 
throw a nut against the wall in 
such a way that it may fall into 
the kettle or pan on the rebound.
